'OF EMERALD ISLE PORTRAYED
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Girls Wore Special Uni-
form and Green
Slouched Hats—Had
Drilled on Hills for
Long Months

Written Specinlly for Evening Ladeer

DUBLIN, Ma¥ 1.—It all ssema part of
the tragle destiny of Treland., this awful
destruction which has bean wrought In
Dublin, “"“Tis (he agelong doom of the din.
treashful cotntry,” anld an old Irish Janvey
to me this morning, "bBut shure ‘tis criel
hard that ‘“twas from ler own sons the
arunl Blows eame!™

Late Innt night T had a glimpse of the
500 prisonars who, at Nerth Wall, Dublin,
wera being placed on a steamahip for Eng-

land

It war A mont extrhordinary slght, Over
the deckr hunmg the dullest of dull lights,
whila n group of ofMoers stood by the
gangway, checking the prisoners as they
passed. And what of the prisoners? Mont
of them appeared to be of the working
elnay, with hatred—Indomitable hatrsd—in
thislr looks. Am one looked on the de-
flant faces, the words of famoun Leaky,
written In connection with the sequel of
the atrocities following the Wexford Rising
of 1798, #eamed peculinrly applicable:

“No one who has any adequate songe of
the snormous mans of suffering which the
authora of a rebellion et loose upon thelr
eolintry will speal lightly of their crime
or of the Importanes of pennlties that mrl'_\,:
deter others from following in thelr stepa.’

PITIFUL PLIGHT

An the prisoners passsd across the RANE:
way Into the bont for England It sedmed
to me that some of them had n decidedly
faminine appearance, and looked exactly
like women in male attire
Poor devastated Dublin! The once
handeoms postoffice looks llke f repro-
duction of the ruined Town Hall of Ypres,
And not acon will we forget the thrills
of the last few dave, when the revolu-
tlonists held the roofa and often the in-
terlors of nll the prominent houses, nnd
sniped at anything and everything In the
ronds below. ©On the roof of the housa
where 1 have been staying a wild-looking
man was running, rifle in hand. Bullets
whizzed against the walls, fired by snipers,
and one hit the windowframe and glanced
off inte the room. No one wnas hurt, but
Immedinte withdrawal to the cellars was
advisalbile,
Thix Is the second time within n period
of five weeks that 1 have hnd perforce
to descend to cellars for safety! Tllg
first time was “Somewhere In Scotland,
when the Zepps were right overhead, and
the roof was threatening to fall In upon
ug. Little did 1 think then thut the expe-
vience, with unpleasing variations, would
be repeated within hut a few weeks in
good old Ireland., This time the Inguisi-
tive bBullets of Sinn Falners wera the danger
—and n very big danger, too!
1t wan very dreary in that Irish cellnr.
But at least it was comparntively safe—
except for the fact that the rebels mifht
burst in on us at any moment—and ‘“do
thelr darndest."

AN EERIE EVENING
We had no food, as In a previous attack
on the house the snipers had freely helped
themselves In the family larder, Tho cellnr
was cold and damp and esrie and entirely
unplensant. But hope springs eternal, and
wa whiled away the long hours by absurd
guessing games and arithmetieal competi-
tions concerning the number of ¢hots fired
per minute by artillery In the vicinity. A
ourlous and a memorable evening!
The revolutionists had been firing with
quantities of lend saized. from various
newspaper offices, They had nlso broken
Inta ail the drug stores and Iald handa on
nll avallable chemicals of an explosive na-
ture. These they packed Into empty cians,
The resultant combinations proved remark-
ably emMeclent. One such can exploded on
the previous day not very far from where
1 was standing on the street, and to be can.
did, I don't think I have ever had quite
such a fright in my life.
“Shure ‘tis divila thim Sinn Feiners lads
are ontirely !" sald a queer little man whose
wenzensd features gave him an odd n!r
that was quite diverting, and whoss ﬁ]‘!‘h:n'.
could hardly be clusaified an military. “Tis
slttin’ In this cellar I'll ba afther till all
thim heathenish nolses outside cenze, and
the blessed saints preserve us! Glory be 'tis
glad I am to be gafe in hidin® here.”
When the danger had abated a little we
again went upstairs and watched from be-
hind u Venetian blind,
A few bullets from the rifles of their
brother revolutionlsts goon broke up a queer
throng of looters und they fled for sheiter,
One or two wounded men and women weras
left lying where they fell until the police
arrived to help tham to nnfcr.y_. 1 noticsd
that on this occasion the Sinn Felners
stopped thelr fire untll thelr wounded breth-
ren got off.
An Irish flower seller who had seen Lib-
erty Hall struck by a shell told me about
It today.

“Shure 'twaa an onholy spectacle.” said
he solemnly, “and the divil himself was In
the explosion. '"T'was more than shot and
shell and brick and dust that flew Into the
air—'twas hauman arms and human legs
and plecea of human beings. Some of the
rebel eraythurs rushed oul llke rats from
thelr holes, but glory be 'twaa killed or
taken prisoners they were entoirely."

STREET SCENES APPALLING,

The sights In the stréets are appalling.
Death and devastutlon abound, and even
as 1 write, a dull ronr of artlllery comes
from ths Ballsbridge nelghborhood, whera
a band of Hinn Felners are satill holding
thelr own agalnst heavy flre.

From the window of the house I shel-
tered In I have seen (ndescribable soBNAY,
A wounded soldier was Himplng pencefully
along, his arm in a gling. 1 saw a Sinn
Feiner rush at him and elub the poor de-
fenuoless follow over the head with the
butt end of his rifle. Ho left him Iying In
a pool of blood, dead, As he strods off
nfter the grisly desd the look on his face
Wwis one of virtuous achlavement. He had
the sullen, heavy face of that Intensely ig-
norant type one gometimes meaeets among
the ponsantry of Ireland. A brand-new
bandoller was strapped around his shoulder
nnd he did not look more than 18 years
of nge. Apparently he thought the wounded
soldler fale game. but one not worthy of
immunition, The slekening “Thud ! thud 1"
of the butt end of that rifle as it splin-
lered the defenseless vietim's akull ls still
ringing In my memory,

There was allence fn the street after the
smurder, broken only by the whizz of bul-
lets as they flew from various windows
behind which the snipers were lurking.

It was extraordinarily hard for the mill-
tary to dislodge these Sinn Felners, “Crack !
Crick ! Crack ! in a breathless stutter from
n rifle hidden in the upper story of some
Innocent-looking house, and another poor
fellow would Tall dead in the atreet.

A foollsh old woman actually sallied
forth In search of food, She proved an
excellent target for the revolutlonists.
